Brief*

SB 464 makes a technical correction to the furnishing alcoholic
liquor to a minor law to clarify that all cereal malt beverage and
alcoholic liquor defendants are entitled to the defense that they had
reasonable cause to believe the minor was 21 years old.

Background

The bill was supported by the Division of Alcoholic Beverage
Control as a needed technical correction as a result of combining in one
statute furnishing alcoholic liquor and cereal malt beverages to a minor.
